Versailles treaty. 

Premier Albert Sarraut's govern- 
ment drew its trump card—a with- 
drawal of France and her allies 
from the League—ready to place it 
on the council table if the League 
refused to consider Germany's 
breaking of the old treaties before 
negotiating for new pacts

RENEWAL OF 
RELIEF PACT 
IS REQUESTED 


Expect Existing Agree- 
ment With Dominion 


Will Be Carried On 


Application has been made to 
the Dominion government for re- 
newal of the existing relief agree- 
ment between it and the provin- 
cial government, Hen. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, minister in charge of relief, 
Stated on Monday. He stated that 
as yet no reply had been rectived, 


The agreement as it stands, ex- 
pires on March 31, the date upon 
which both Dominion and provin- 
cial fiscal years c ose 

In the past, the agreements have 
been temporarily extended from 


time to time at the end of the year 
as it has usually happened that both 
parliament and the legislature have 
been in session at the time the 
agreement expired 

At the Dominion-provincial con- 
ference in December, Ottawa agreed 
that for a four-month period, the 
Alberta unemployment relief allow- 
ance would be boosted from $100,- 
000 to $175,000 a month 

The increased appropriation ex- 
pires on March 31 and although 
nothing definite has been heard, it 
s expected it will be continued for 
at least one more month 

A factor that might cause this to 
be varied, is that the Dominion is 
reported to be considering a work 
program and this undoubtedly 
would have a bearing on the relief 
appropriations

LONDON, March 16.—The League of Nations Coun- 
cil, in secret session, agreed today to Reichsfuchrer Hit- 
ler’s demands for equality, but flatly rejected his “condi- 
tion” that the council must ~~ his peace proposals. 


Hitler had offered to send 
a representative to the coun- 
cil’s deliberations on Ger- 
many’s remilitarization of the 
Rhineland only on a basis of 
full equality in the conference 
and with the understanding 
that his recent offer of new 
peace pacts would be consid- 
ered. 

Six nations, headed by France, | 
opposed Hitler's insistence on 
bringing his peace proposals up 
simultancously with the discus- 


sion of the Rhincland reoccupa- | 
tion, The other nations with | 
France were Turkey, Spain, Rus- 
sia, Poland and Rumania. 

The council then voted unani- 
mously to accept Hitler's first con- 
dition and reject the second. 

The vote was interpreted as a 
qualified refusal of Hitler's con- 
ditions.

Economic Pessimism Be- 
ing Slowly Dissipated As) 
Home Market Expands 
and Export Trade’:Re-| 
mains Stable.

MANCHESTER, Eng., March 16 
—Lancashire’'s cotton industry, 
world-renowned for generations, 
is sharing in Britain's in@ustrial 
recovery. 

In smoky, bustling Lancashire, 
economic pressimism is being slow- 
ly dissipated, partly through wide- 
reaching economic influences and 
partly through direct innovation. 
Lancashire's cotton mills, long 
pinched by foreign competition, are | 
coming back to life as the home 
market expands and the export 
trade remains relatively stable. 


NEW INDUSTRIES 

In the Manchester and Liverpool 
areas, which together form the 
most densely populated region in 
the world, with 15,000,000 people in 
a 75-mile radius, new industries are 
springing up to take the place of 
the cotton mills shut down during 
the depression 

While Lancashire still ships 
enough cotton goods to maintain 
this product in first place among 
the exports of the United Kingdom, 
the establishment of substitute in- 
dustries is being rapidly acceler- 
ated. 


TAKEN UP SLACK 

Manufacture of silk and artificial 
silk, footwear, furniture and other 
products has taken up some of the 
slack due to the post-war contrac- 
tion in the cotton industry. One of 
the largest mills formerly used 
for cotton manufacture , has been 
converted into an ice cream freezer 
factory. 

Cotton mills, however, remain the 
chief basis of Lancashire's liveli- 
hood, and with more cotton being 
brought to the mills than at any 
time in seven years, Lancashire's 
industrialists are looking to the im- 
mediate future with increased con- 
fidence. 


90 PER CENT. NORMAL 


In the Oldham district, the mills 
are operating at 90 per cent of 
normal capacity. Women workers 
there, usually employed only in 
“ring” spinning, have been sought 
lately for the more strenuous work 
of “mule” spinning because of a 
labor shortage. 

If the improvement in the Lan- 
eashire textile industry continues, 
one of the worst of the depressed 
areas will be removed from the 
map of Great Britain. 


VETERAN RIEL 
REVOLT DIES 


HAMILTON, Ont., March 16.— 
Sidney George Mills, a member of 
the Royal Northwest “Mounted 
Police from 1882 to 1888 and an of- 
ficer of the force that personally 
attended Louis Riel prior to the 
rebel’s execution, is dead. 

For more than 40 years Mr. Mills 
was engaged in the insurance busi- | 
ness in Hamilton. 

He was of United Empire Loyal- 
ist stock, the son of the late George 
H. and Frances Mills of Hamilton. 
At an early age he went west and 
joined the mounties. 

He was orderly on guard three 
nights a week for a month at the 
Regina jail where Riel was im- 
prisoned and guarded Riel the 
night before the execution. 

The young officer was also Riel's 
personal escort when the rebel was 
permitted to talk with his mother, 
wife and children who journeyed 
from St. Boniface to see him for 
the last time.

GENTLEMEN WILL KEEP THEIR 
SEATS 

Members of the Legislature will not lie 
awake nights worrying about the danger that 
they may be “recalled” under the provisions of 
the bill introduced on Friday. There isn’t any 
such danger. 

One clause provides that it would take a 
petition signed by 66 2-3 of the qualified voters 
in his riding to recall a member. What the 
other clauses say does not matter. That one 
kills the bill. 

Under no set of circumstances conceivable 
to the ordinary imagination would the time 
ever come when two out of each three quali- 
fied voters in a constituency could be got to 
put their names to a document openly calling 
upon their member to vacate the seat—with a 
bristling array of penalties threatening to fall 
upon any layman who attached his name to the 
paper without first getting legal advice. 

If that time ever should come, the member 
would probably have to get out of the country 
without waiting to resign. 

All this bill will ever “recall” is the wide 
spread between what a political promise sounds 
like at election time and what it sometimes 
| looks like when translated into legislation. 


TWO FACTS REMAIN 

It is all very well for the official organ of 
the party to abuse Major Douglas, call him a 
|| contract-breaker, and tell him he should pay 
back the money he got for last year’s work. 
But that high and mighty tone does not accord 
at all with the S.O.S. calls the ministers con- 
tinue to send to London, asking the Major to 
|| forgive and forget and come along and tell 
them how to pay the dividends. 

Maybe they would like to say what the offi-

No amount of hard language can destroy 
two facts: That Major Douglas is the author of 
the Social Credit theory, and that he says the

THE MASTER CODE 

The provisions of the Master Code, that i: 
to be enforced in Alberta on and after the first 
of April, have been published in detail. The 
consumer is thus in position to examine the 
scheme, and will be well advised to do so, from 
the standpoint of its effect upon the living con- 
ditions of himself and his family, and also with 
regard to the general results it will have upon 


business and employment conditions in the 
province. 

The plan appears to be in substance as fol- 
lows: 


All those who are engaged in any branch of 
retail trade are to be compelled to join a prop 
vincial organization of retailers. 

All merchants, within the broad meaning of 
the term used in the code, shall be required to 
take out provincial licenses. 

The retail organization through its officials 
is to carry on some sort of espionage system 
to detect violations of the code and report these 
to the Minister. 

A minimum price may be set for any article 
when such commodity is being sold retail at a 


price less than the laid down cost or the re- 
placement cost to merchants generally, plus 
whatever margin of profit the Minister may 
think necessary. 
A minimum price may be set for farm prod- 
|| ucts, below which it is forbidden to sell or buy 
! these 
| The Minister may set a maximum price if 
i} convinced a commodity being sold at a price 
{| nproperly enhanced 
| Advertising must be honest 
The offer of “loss leaders’ is forbidden. “Lx 
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leaders” being defined as goods sold at prices 
judged to be less than customary prices. 

Premiums and combination prices are for- 
bidden. 

A sale of bankrupt stock, a “fire sale” or a 
“closing out sale” shall be only what the terms 
imply, no goods being added to the original 
supply. 

Any branch of retailers shall have the right 
to have included in the code any other provi- 
sions and regulations they want, if the Minister 
gives consent. 


What all this amounts to is fairly plain, and 
what further developments can be looked for 
are also to be inferred from the text and from 
the history of coding elsewhere. 

Retail trade is to be put under cast-iron 
official and class regulation. Dealers are to be 
regimented, licensed, told at what prices they 
may sell and under what conditions they can 
do business. 

To the end of moving prices upward. Aside 
from that purpose there would be no object in 
bringing all merchants into a province-wide, 
state-controlled combine, subjecting them to a 
spy system, and fining any of them if they sell 
for less than the prices charged by supposed 
rivals. 

Competition in supplying goods at low prices 
is to be curbed, to the point of being prohibited. 

Individual initiative, enterprise, and mer- 
chandising experience are to be discouraged. 

The consuming public are to be made un- 
der-write the investments of all retailers, and 
pay them such rate of profit as the Minister 
may determine.

It is devoutly to be hoped that when the

It is a piece of bare-faced du- 
plicity. Far from being de- 
signed to make recalls of 
members and ministers pos-

It reveals the terrible state of funk that the 
Aberhart menibers and ministers are in since 
Major Douglas revealed that they have been 
going contrary to his advice—serving the in- 
terests of the “fifty big shots” in Canada in- 
stead of serving the people of Alberta. No won- 
der they fear lest they lose the positions of 
emolument they hoodwinked the gullible into 
handing them. 


There are a score ‘of recall measures on the 
statute books of State Legislatures across the 
boundary. With trifling exceptions both ways, 
they are agreed that to place an elected person 
on trial before the electors before his time is 
up, there should be a petition signed by not less 
than 25 per cent of all those who voted in his 
election. Very properly a member should be 
protected against annoyance by trifling minor- 
ities. 

A recall measure was promised in the elec- 
tion. The promise was repeated a few Sundays 
ago by Evangelist Aberhart in a religio-politico 
sermon from Calgary in which he said, “We 
are going to bring in a recall bill. Then if you 
don’t like us, you can recall us.” 

It sounded like a fair promise. 

But, oh what a difference in the bill that has 
been brought down before the legislature. What 
a betrayal of that fair and sacred promise. 


Before a recal] contest can be had, a petition 
must always be signed by some of the voters 
The usual number is 25 per cent. of those who 
voted in the previous election. 

Now prepare to laugh! The number of sig- 
natures required under the Aberhart Recall 
Bill to the preliminary petition asking for a re- 
call contest is “over sixty-two and two-thirds 
per cent. of the total number of voters who 
were on the list in the previous election.” Lord, 
how have the mighty fallen! 

An illustration with actual figures taken 
from the recent contest will best show the true 
nature of the Bill as a Biil to Prevent Recalls. 
They are the figures for the Edson Riding for 
which the Whip of the Social Credit Party sits. 
I select Edson as the illustration because it is 
| the riding I campaigned in, and of which I have 
the official election results. 

There were 5188 valid votes cast in the Ed- 
son contest. Mr. Unwin, now whip of the Social 
Credit Party received 2154 first choices. 

But there were on the Edson list a total of 
7192 voters, of whom more than 66 2-3 per cent. 
must sign the preliminary petition before a re- 
| call may be held. Now 66 2-3 per cent. of 7192 

equals 4974 2-3. So we have the striking con- 
sequence that before a Social Credit member 
who received 2154 first choice votes can be re- 
called, a petition must first be signed by 4795 
voters. If only 4794 signed the petition it would 
be insufficient to place the member on trial 
before the electors.

Perhaps it has been 
made in drawing up the conditions under which 
a jug-handled petition like that must be pre- 
pared. Here are the conditions: 


In the first place the person desiring to so- 
licit 66 2-3 per cent. of names is fined $200. 
There is no escaping the fine. It has to be paid 
under the guise of a “fee” at the time the ap- 
plication is made for petition forms. Even if 
one were able to perform the impossible and 
collect over 66 2-3 per cent. of names of voters 
in a riding, the fine is not remitted. 


There are provisions inserted to make it im- 
possible for anyone to collect 66 2-3 per cent. 
of all voters’ signatures. A time limit is set. 
The list must be completed within 40 days from 
the time the forms are issued. Each name must 
be duly witnessed. Proceedings before a Su- 
preme Court judge are provided to test any or 
all of the signatures of voters and their wit- 
nesses, 


What becomes of the secrecy of the ballot, 
when over 66 2-3 per cent. of all. those on the 
voters’ list must have their signatures wit- 
nessed on a recall petition? That seems of no 
account under the new regime.

A clause was added providing that not more 
than one set of petition papers can be granted 
against any one member during the lifetime of 
any one government.

Scabies Very Common 
Cause of Itching 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many patients undergoing intense itching of 
the skin have scabies without knowing that 
their trouble is due to the presence of a para- 
site. There are several reasons why the correct 
diagnosis is not made: First, the skin parasite 
is not easy to see and will be readily overlooked 
unless a careful search is 
made. The female parasite is 
of a greyish color and is just 
bargly seen with the naked 
eye, while the male can not 
be seen at all. Unless the doc- 
tor examines the affected skin 
with a lens he may fail to find 
either the parasite or the 
characteristic burrow made 
under the skin by the female. 

Another reason why the 
possibility of scabies is over- 
looked is that the patient will do considerable 
scratching in an effort to get relief from the 
itching sensation, and the skin is injured by the 
fingernails in such a way as to easily confuse 
the diagnosis. Also the skin damaged by severe 
scratching may undergo secondary infection 
which will serve to cover up the original signs 
of scabies, with the result that the presence of 
scabies is not suspected. 

Synoyms for scabies are prairie itch, Nor- 
wegian itch, Cuban itch, ete. When the patient 
does not recognize the cause of the symptoms, 
and makes no effort to get rid of the parasite, 
his trouble will return. It is not unusual for 
the itch to prove annoying over a period of 
several months, or even years. Or, the patient 
may find out what is wrong and take a suitable 
treatment for ridding the body of the parasite, 
but may not understand the importance of 
thorough cleansing of his clothing and bedding 
and the parasite may then be re-introduced by 
being picked up again from these sources. Again, 
scabies is very prevalent in families and one 
member of the family who is treated success- 
fully may suffer a return of the symptoms 
simply because another member with the para- 
site does not receive treatment. 

The characteristic symptom of scabies is 
itching. Usually, the itching is absent during the 
daytime, but becomes intense at night. As a 
general rule, it becomes noticeable soon after 
the patient goes to bed, when the warmth of 
the bed covering may serve to bring it on. After 
the female reaches the skin, she will burrow 
under the epidermis and in the tunnel thus 
made, will deposit ova. The favored sites for 
the burrows are the webs between the fingers, 
the wrists, the ankles, the folds of the armpit, 
the beltline, etc. In those with a tendency to 
hives, the scratching brought on by the itching 
will cause wheals or raised spots which may 
attract the attention away from the burrows. 

I have prepared a new article on Scabies 
which will be sent to all of those requesting a 
copy.

Dur- 
ing the daytime I am awfully nervous.” 

ANSWER: The most common cause of grit- 
ting the teeth during sleep is digestive distress. 
Try using a better diet and use other good habits 
to build up your health and see if you can not 
improve your digestion and your nerves at the 
same time. If the nervousness continues, find 
out what is causing it. Rectal trouble, eye strain 
and derangements affecting the reproductive 
organs are common physical causes of extreme 
nervousness. 

QUESTION: Mr. O. O. V. asks: “Do you think 
it is a good plan to take the juice of two lemons 
each day? Can poor eyes upset the stomach?” 

ANSWER: If you find that the lemon juice 
provides you with relief, it is all right to keep 
on taking it. Lemon juice is a good source of 
vitamin C. I would not advise adding the juice 
to your regular meals and believe you will get 
the most good from it if you will take it one- 
half hour before breakfast. When there is pres- 
ent considerable eyestrain due to an eye defect, 
the patient may develop various symptoms of 
indigestion which are. relieved when the eyes 
are fitted with glasses.

Of Democracy 


. 

OT consent but discussion is the 

essence of democracy an 
interesting conclusion found by Dr. 
John Macdonald in his lecture on 
“The Will of the People—Reality 
or Abstraction,” at the meeting of 
the Women's University Club in 
the Arts Building on Saturday 
afternoon. Dr, Macdonald led to his 
conclusion by showing the develop- 
thent of democracy, and considera- 
tiorh of the idea of government by 
consent. 

Majority rule cannot in itself be 
regarded as an expression of the 
will of the people. but may be ac- 
cepted as a view of democracy 
which regards it simply as the 
ascendancy of one group after an- 
other with due provision that every 
group is periodically given a 
chance to become “top dog.” 

A third interpretation brings out 
the point that it is not democracy 
to force anything on the people un- 
less you first convince it that it is 
for its good. This interpretation 
fails to recognize the genuine di- 


and class. 


WILL OF THE PEOPLE RULES 


These considerations suggest that 
the will of the people is the course 
of action Which, while fully satis- 
fying no group in particular, is best 

calculated to give sitisfaction on 
the whole. Such a will can be 
clearly seen as a concrete fact in 
the conduct of smaller associations 
of a certain kind, It is arrived at by 
a kind of discussion which may be 
called co-operative thinking and 
which is also seen most clearly in 
small groups. In the larger field 
of politics, it shows itself in a gen- 
eral temper rather than in specific 
ects. These smaller associations 
furnish the best soil for the growth 
of this spirit

The general instinct for hoarding takes its 
annual toll in the milk bottle world. In one 
case a family decided to move away and the 
transfer company phoned the dairy to come and 
pick up a few milk bottles which had been left 
behind. More than 300 milk bottles were 
= up as a result of the transfer company's 
ip.
